a condition for granting permission to conduct a business which it may pro- 
hibit may not require the licensee- to 
submit his premises to an inspection 
by the lawful authorities without the 
issuance of a search warrant. 


"If the license could prevent an ef- 


fective inspection by the simple ex- 
pedient, the law would be seriously 
frustrated."

A Way Around? 


THERE may be something practical in the 
1 veiled hint in the state department's state- 
ment on Mexican relations that "appointment 
of an international commission to consider all 
the issues" might offer a solution of the difficul- 
ties which have prevented American recognition 
of the present Mexican government. These dif- 
ficulties all revolve about one point—a failure 
in the Mexican constitution, as recently amend- 
ed, to make clear that certain -rights as to oil 
and mineral lands which are by that document 
reserved to the government are not retroactive. 
The American state department hesitates to 
accord recognition on any ground less solid 
than a treaty pledge that the constitution will 
not be interpreted to confiscate the property 
acquired in good faith by foreigners before pas- 
sage of the clause. And Obregon shies at the 
treaty because it seems a limitation of Mexican 
sovereignty which average, excitable Mexican 
opinion might take as a surrender to the Grin- 
go. An international commission, particularly 
if some third and disinterested power were re- 
presented, might make considerable difference. 
The United States would probably suffer little 
harm from submitting its case to such a tribun- 
al, for the point that the state department has 
been making is one which not only international 
law but elementary fairness endorses. And it 
might look differently to the Mexicans if the 
decision came in such a way that it could not 
be resented as something forced upon Mexico 
by a rapacious neighbor. At all events 
the 


scheme seems worth trying. The Obregon gov- 
ernment is the strongest and 
best-conducted 


that Mexico has had since the Madero revolu- 
tion, and its friendliness and fairness to the 
United States and to Americans in Mexico is on 
the \vhole sufficient. 
In the interest of Pan- 


American good feeling we 
ought 
to 
make 


strong efforts to restore our official relations 
with Mexico, and there can be little doubt that 
Obregon will welcome any feasible suggestions 
Washington proposes. We shall watch 
with 


interest the Mexican response to the state de- 
partment's trial balloon. 


The Open Sore 


AGAIN one of the greatest unsolved domestic 
*» problems of the United States comes to the 
surface in the lynching of three negroes in 
Texas. There was not a shadow of legal pro- 
cedure in the business, and the only evidence 
upon which the mob acted was a confession 
wrung by torture from one of the three which 
implicated the other two. The latter, however, 
stoutly protested their innocence until 
the 


flames cut them -off. 


The sequel to the lynching is rumor of a 


negro uprising—and immediate preparation to 
send state rangers to the scene. They were not 
needed, local authorities reporting the situa- 
tion well in hand, but one's first reflection is 
that if the rangers can be mobilized so speedily 
to protect whites threatened by negroes, why 
could they not have afforded some protection 
to the three negroes who were killed by a white 
mob without legal standing? 


The three blacks may have been guilty— 


and the crime of assault and murder commit- 
ted upon a young girl was a black deed, in 
truth, deserving the severest penalty of the 
laws. But there are courts in Texas, courts 
that one may be assured would not be too leni- 
ent with such a crime and its perpetrators. 
It 


is the province of the courts, not of private men, 
to punish crime in a civilized community, and 
every act of mob violence is a blow and 
an 


affront to the courts. The negro in the south 
is all too often a degraded and inferior being, 
backward and more or less uncivilized. But 
how can he be otherwise? 
How can he 


rise to the standards 
required of Ameri- 


can citizens if he is denied the commonest pro- 
tection of citizenship, and the right of educa- 
tion universally claimed for citizens? 


Mob violence against the negroes accom 


plishes only temporary terrorization of a given 
group. It does not go to the heart of the con- 
ditions which lead up to the ferocious and bar- 


M crimes for which jver^eance i§ taken. 


It leaves the negroes cowed, perhaps, but cer- 
tainly sullen and angry. During the war there 
was some effort, and it was alarmingly success- 
ful, to stir up the blacks to concerted revolt. 
Every now and then the smoldering fires of 
race hatred burst, forth here and there in a 
brief, savage conflict in which homes are burn- 
e•'. and scores killed and wounded. The white 
race in the south is piling up a great account 
of suffering, injustice and cruelty. 
And there j 


is too much evidence everywhere that agitator- j 
leaders of the negroes plan one day to wipe out 
their wrongs in blood. 


Yet nothing is done. No constructive ef- 


fort worthy the name is made to reconcile ra- 
cial conditions with the principles of free gov- 
ernment. Of all the problems which face the 
country, here is the one most likely to lead, if 
unsettled, to eventual bloody violence. How 
long will we temporize with it, or ignore it? 
How long, indeed, may we evade the reckoning?
